hunting, sailing, traveling the Dback roads of America,
Dixieland music, spending time farming and cattle raising in
the Prairietown area, and his everlasting fondness for his dog,
Bunky; one of his greatest pleasures was driving friends around
the farm in Prairietown; he will also be remembered for the
many fall festivities at the farm; upon retirement, he spent
much time reading, manicuring his lawn, raising flowers, and

welcoming visitors into his home; and

and Estel Smith; and his sisters, Odessa Nelson and Margaret

Barley; and
